For some time past various rum ors 
have been afloat concerning a young 
man, a former resident of Brainerd. 
and whose parents reside here.

the Missoula, Mont., papers, a perusal 
of which will show that he was en­ 
tirely innocent of the charg es broug ht 
ag ainst him: 
G. W. Jones and M. C. Walker, of 
this city have been taken to Deer 
Lodg e by Sheriff Quig ley. 
The men 
were employed on the Northern Paci­ 
fic road as brarfemen. 
It is claimed 
that a week ag o last Thursday Georg e 
Ramsey, who was stealing a ride on 
an east-bound tram near Liliston was 
thrown from the tram by a brakeuiau 
while the tram was in motion, and 
received mjurie* from which he died 
the following Wednesday. 
The in­ 
jured man was 
broug ht to Deer 
■Lodg e aud taken to the hospital, 
where he remained in a semi-cons­ 
cious condition until he died. 
D uring Ramsey’s rational mom­ 
ents, D r. Owing s, his physician, ob­ 
tained the following from him: 
He 
was stealing a ride from Fliistou to 
Helena. 
Ramsey was accosted by 
one of the brakemeu, the head brake- 
man, he thoug ht, who asked him to 
g ive up money for his fare. 
Ramsey 
told the man he had no money, when 
he was seized and forced to the door 
of the car and pushed head first down 
the rocky embankment, causing a 
compound fracture of the skull. tSoine 
two hours after fie was picked up in 
an unconscious condition by some 
section men, between Avon and Eilis- 
ton, aud broug ht back to EliiMtou and 
placed under the care of Dr. East­ 
man until removed to Deer Lodg e. 
1 fie prisoners, G. \Y. Jones and M. 
C. Walker, both claimed that the 
man was stealing a ride on the rods 
underneath the cars, aud it is said 
that a workman by the name of Akers 
saw the deceased man g o under the 
car at Ellistou.

Honorably Discharged. 
For some time past various rumors 
have been afloat concerning a young 
man, a former resident of Brainerd, 
and whose parents reside here. The 
gentleman referred to is Melvin Walk­ 
er, and we publish the following from 
the Missoula, Mont., papers, a perusal 
of which will show that he waa en­ 
tirely innocent of the charges brought 
against him: 
G. W. Jones and M. C. Walker, of 
this city have been taken to Deer 
Lodge by Sheriff Quigley. 
The men 
were employed on the Northern Paci­ 
fic road as brakemen. It is claimed 
that a week ago last Thursday George 
Ramsey, who was stealing a ride on 
an east-bound train near Liiiston was 
thrown from the train by a brakeman 
while the train was in motion, and 
received injuries from which he died 
the following Wednesday. The in­ 
jured man was brought to Deer 
“Lodge and taken to the hospital, 
where he remained in a semi-cons­ 
cious condition until he died. 
During Ramsey’s rational mom­ 
ents, Dr. Owings, his physician, ob­ 
tained the following from him: 
He 
was stealing a ride from .Elliston to 
Helena. 
Ramsey was accosted by 
one of the brakemen, the head brake­ 
man, he thought, who asked him to 
give up money for his fare. Ramsey 
told the man he had no money, when 
he was seized and forced to the door 
of the car aud pushed head first down 
the rocky embankment, causing a 
compound fracture of the skull. {Some 
two hours after he was picked up in 
an unconscious condition by some 
section men, between Avon and Ellis­ 
ton, aud brought back to Elliston and 
piaoed under the care of Dr. East­ 
man until removed to Deer Lodge. 
The prisoners, G. W. Jones aud M. 
(J. Walker, both claimed that the 
man was stealing a ride on the rods 
underneath the cars, aud it is said 
that a workman by the uarneof Akers 
saw the deceased man go under the 
car at Elliston 
Both men have been 
released on $2.IHA) bail. 
The prelim­ 
inary examination will be held today 
before Judge Hartwell 
Ramsey’s 
parents, who Jive in Piketown, Ohio 
have been notified, and nothing will 
be dane with the remains until they 
are heard from. 
He was about 29 years of age and 
from ail appearances seemed to be 
a man of refinement and education — 
Missoula Democrat. 
The next day the same paper pub 
lishod the following: 
G. VV. Jones and M C. Walker, 
employes of the Northern Pacific in 
this city, who were arrested aud taken 
to Deer Lodge last Saturday by 
{Sheriff Quigley, charged with throw­ 
ing George Ramsey from a west 
bound train near Elliston, sustaining 
injuries from which he afterwards 
died, returned from Deer Lodge this 
afternoon 
Both of these gentlemen 
appeared for trial yesterday and were 
honorably discharged. 
The allega­ 
tions made in several Montana papers 
previous to the trial were unfounded. 
The Missoulian says: 
Walker and 
Jones returned to the city yesterday, 
having been honorably acquitted at 
the trial in Deer Lodge. 
There was 
no evidence adduced to show that 
they had any hand in Ramsey's death, 
and both men feel much hurt over 
the article in the New North-West on 
the matter. 
The reporter 
for the 
Deer Lodge paper should have posted 
himself in the premises before writ­ 
ing the article. 
Both Walker and 
Jones are good men and have the en­ 
tire confidence of their superiors on 
the Rocky Mountain division.

medical men into the bacteriological 
condition of bank notes. They exam ­ 
ined two bills which had been in cir­ 
culation for some time, and found 
them loaded with micro-organisms of 
various kinds and degrees of malig­ 
nancy. The two bills, which together 
weighed about a gramme, or fifteen 
grains, contained, it was estim ated, 
between nineteen and twenty thousand 
microbes. Cultures were made from 
the ecrauings of the notes, and these 
were inject©d into the peritoneal cav­ 
ity of rats and guinea-pigs, m ost o! 
which died within twenty-four hours, 
the post-mortem exam ination reveal­ 
ing sign* of peritonitis and congestion 
of the liver and kidneys.—Medical 
Frees.

service to Clipt. Shepard, of the revenue 
marine service. In this roj/ort th** lieu­ 
tenant writes at considerable length of 
the new war vessels which have been 
built by Canalla within the past year or 
sn, aud which are now all ready for 
service. There are three of them—the 
Constance, the Curlew and the Petrel. 
The first two were built at Owen Sound 
and the Petrel has just been launched 
at Hamilton. 
Designs of the ships have been secured 
and accompany tin* report. They show 
that in all essential features the boats 
are naval vessels. They have steel pro­ 
tected decks, ram tore®, are fitted for 
the reception of torpedo tubes, have 
fittings for the mounting of four one- 
inch Hotchkiss rapid-fire guns, and carry 
tin**** guns, one an E illintorr and one at 
the stern of th** Muxiro-Xordfeldt type— 
very effective weapons. The designs for 
the touts wore furnished from the Brit­ 
ish adm iralty; the construction was su- 
penqtended by officers from the admi­ 
ralty; and th** officer* of the vessels, it 
is understood, will come from th** Brit­ 
ish navy.

A D ish to D elig h t th * L ord o f th « 
H o u se h o ld . 
Every good English housekeeper is 
about her Christmas pudding by this 
time, for she thinks it improves with 
age—the proper age being from three 
to six weeks. 
The following recipe fs warranted to 
be a genuine Christmas plum-pudding, 
and she who has the patience to as­ 
sist in its composition will feel herelf 
duly repaid, especially if she sees it 
come to the table with a sprig of 
holly stuck in thetopand aflame with 
the best of burning brandy. 
Valencia raisins stoned, 2 pounds: 
currants, 2 pounds; finest "moist” 
sugar granulated may be used instead, 
2 pounds; bread crumbs, 1 pound; 
flonr, 1 pound; beef suet. 2 pounds; 
mixed candied peel, ^ pound; 1G eg*2S, 
well beaten; the rind of two lemons 
grated or chopped very fine; ground 
nutmeg, 1 ounce; ground cinnamon, I 
ounce; bitter almond (powdered), V 
ounce; brandy, V pint; o:d brown ale, 


\ pint. 
Put the Hour and bread crumbs in­ 
to a large pan and mix thoroughly 
together, tiien put in the suet and do 
the same. The rai# ins being stoned 
cut them across with a knife on the 
chopping board » do not chop them), 
and throw them,into the pan. After 
the currants, have been washed dry 
them on the stove with a little Biigar 
sprinkled ow r them, throw them into 
a pan and mix all well together add­ 
ing the sugar. Cut up the ¡» eel into 
fine slices and add with the nutmeg, 
cinnam <n and lemon peel. 
Stir all these ingredients well to­ 
gether. then heat the eggs, put them 
into the pan, add the ale and brandy 
and l>eat the whole pudding for any 
length of time—four hours is not too 
long, for on this depends the success 
of the pudding. Hhoutd it be boiled 
in a cloth dip the latter in boiling 
water, spread it on a large plate, but­ 
ter and flour it and tie it up tight. ; 
Ioet the pudding boil eight hours with- j

When boiled in a i 
mould be sure that the latter is quite I 
full.

a t ime hang it up in a cloth so that it j 
wiil not rest upon anything and the j 
air will not rea< h it.

EN G LISH 
P L U M -P U DDI NG, 


A D ish t o D elight t h e L o rd of th e 
H o u se h o ld . 
Every good English housekeeper it 
about her Christmas pudding by this 
time, for she thinks it improves with 
age— the proper age being from three 
to six weeks. 
The following recipe fs warranted to 
be a genuine Christmas plum-pudding, 
and she who has the patience to as­ 
sist in its composition will feel herelf 
duly repaid, especially if she sees it 
come to the table with a sprig of 
holly stuck in the top and aflame with 
the best of burning brandy: 
Valencia raisins stoned, 2 pounds; 
currants, 2 pounds; finest “ moist” 
sugar granulated maybe used instead, 
2 pounds; bread crumbs, I pound; 
flonr, I pound; beef suet, 2 pounds; 
mixed candied peel, \ pound; 16 eggs, 
well beaten; the rind of two lemons 
grated or chopped very fine; ground 
nutmeg, I ounce; ground cinnamon, I 
ounce; bitter almond (powdered), \ 
ounce; brandy, % pint; old brown ale, 
\ pint. 
Put the flour and bread crumbs in­ 
to a large pan and mix thoroughly 
together, then put in the suet and do 
the same. The raisins being stoned 
cut them across with a knife on the 
chopping board (do not chop them), 
and throw theirsinto the pan. 
After 
the currants have been washed dry 
them on the stove with a little sugar 
sprinkled over them, throw them into 
a pan and mix all well together add­ 
ing the sugar. 
Cutup the peel into 
fine slices and add with the nutmeg, 
cinnamon and lemon peel. 
Stir ail these ingredients well to­ 
gether. then heat the eggs, put them 
into the pan, add the ale and brandy 
and beat the whole pudding for any 
length of time—four hours is not too 
long, for on this depends the success 
of the pudding. 
Should it be boiled 
in a cloth dip the latter in boiling 
water, spread it on a large plate, but­ 
ter and flour it and tie it up tight. 
I jet the pudding boil eight hours with­ 
out 
cessation. 
When boiled in a 
mould be sure that the latter is quite 
full. When a pudding is to be put by for 
a t ime hang it up in a cloth so that it 
wiil not rest upon anything and the 
air will not reach it.

For some time past various rumors 
have been afloat concerning a young 
man, a former resident of Brainerd. 
and whose parents reside here.

gentleman referred to is Melvin Walk­ 
er, and we publish the following from 
the Missoula, Mont., papers, & perusal 
of which will show that he was en­ 
tirely innocent of the charges brought 
against him: 
G. W. Jones and M. C. Walker, of 
this city have been taken to Deer 
Lodge by Sheriff Quigley. 
The men 
were employed on the Northern Paci­ 
fic road as bra<temen. 
It is claimed 
that a week ago last Thursday George 
Ramsey, who was stealing a ride on 
an east-bound train near Liliston was 
thrown from the train by a brakemau 
while the train was in motion, and 
received injuries from which he died 
the following Wednesday. 
The in­ 
jured man was 
brought to Deer 
'Lodge aud taken to the hospital, 
where he remained in a semi-cons­ 
cious condition until fie died. 
During Ramsey’s rational mom­ 
ents, Dr. Owings, fiis pfiysician, ob­ 
tained the following from fiim: 
He 
was stealing a ride from Eliiston to 
Helena. 
Ramsey was accosted by 
one of the brakemeu, the head brake- 
man, he thought, who asked him to 
give up money for his fare, 
liam sej 
told the man he had no money, when 
he was seized and forced to the door 
of the car and pushed head first down 
the rocky embankment, causing a 
compound fracture of the skull. Some 
two hours after he was picked up iu 
an unconscious condition by some 
section men, between Avon ami Eliis­ 
ton, aud brought back to Elhstou and 
placed under the care of Dr. East­ 
man until removed to Deer Lodge. 
1 he prisoners, G. W. Jones aud M. 
C. 
Walker, both claimed that tbe 
man was stealing a ride on the rods 
underneath the cars, aud it is said 
that a workman by the name of Akers 
saw the deceased mau go uuder the 
car at Ellistou. 
Both men have been 
released on $2,000 bail. 
The prelim 
mary examination will be held today 
before Judge Hartwell 
Ram seys 
parents, who Jive in Piketowu, Ohio 
have been notified, and nothing will 
be dene with the remains until they 
are beard from. 
He was about 29 years of age and 
from all appearances seemed to be 
a man of refinement and education 
Missoula Democrat. 
The next day the same paper pub 
lished the following: 
G. W. Joues aud M C. Walker, 
employes of the Northern Pacific in 
this city, wfio were arrested and taken 
to Deer Lodge last Saturday by 
Sheriff Quigley, charged with throw­ 
ing George Ramsey from a west­ 
bound train near Eliiston, sustaining 
injuries from which he afterwards 
died, returned from Deer Lodge this 
afternoon 
Both of these gentlemen 
appeared for trial yesterday and were 
honorably discharged. 
The allega­ 
tions made in several Montaua papers 
previous to the trial were unfounded. 
The Missoulian says: 
Walker and 
Jones returned to the city yesterday, 
having been honorably acquitted at 
the trial in Deer Lodge. 
There w*as 
no evidence adduced to show that 
they had any hand in Ramsey’s death, 
and both men feel much hurt over 
the article in the New North-West on 
the matter. 
The reporter 
for the 
Deer Lodge paper should have posted 
himself in the premises before writ­ 
ing the article. 
Both 
Walker and 
Jones are good men and have the en­ 
tire confidence of their superiors on 
the Rocky Mountain division.

A D ish t o D e lig h t t h e L ord o f t h e 
H o u s e h o ld . 
Every good English housekeeper is 
about her Christm as pudding by this 
time, for she thinks it improves with 
age—the proper age being from three 
to six weeks. 
The following recipe fs w arranted to 
be a genuine Christmas plum-pudding, 
and she who has the patience to as­ 
sist in its com position will feel herelf 
duly repaid, especially if she sees it 
come to the table with a sprig of 
holly stuck in the top and aflame with 
the best of burning brandy: 
Valencia raism s stoned, 2 pounds; 
currants, 2 pounds; finest “m oist” 
sugar granulated m aybe used instead, 
2 pounds; bread crumbs, 1 pound; 
flonr, 1 pound; beef suet. 2 pounds; 
mixed candied peel, % pound; 16 eg<jrs, 
well beaten; the rind of two lemons 
grated or chopped very line; ground 
nutmeg, L ounce; ground cinnamon, I 
ounce; bitter alm ond (powdered), \ 
ounce; brandy, % pint; o:d brown ale, 
\ pint. 
Put the flour and bread crumbs in­ 
to a large pan and mix thoroughly 
together, then put in the suet and do 
the same. The raisins being stoned 
cut them across with a knife on the 
chopping board fdo not chop them), 
and throw then^into the pan. 
After 
the currants have been washed dry 
them on the stove with a little sugar 
sprinkled over them, throw them into 
a pan and mix all well together add­ 
ing the sugar. Cut up the peel into 
fine slices and add with the nutmeg, 
cinnam on and lemon peel. 
Srir all these ingredients well to ­ 
gether, then heat the eggs, put them 
into the pan, add the ale and brandy 
and beat the whole pudding for any 
length of time—four hours is not too 
long, for on this depends the success 
of the pudding. Should it be boiled 
in 
a cloth dip the latter in boiling 
water, spread it on a large plate, but- 
f er and flour it and tie it up tight. 
Ioet the pudding boil eight hours with­ 
out 
cessation. When boiled in a 
mould be sure th at the latter is quite 
full. When a pudding is to be put by for 
• time hang it up in a cloth so th a t it 
wiil not rest upon anything and the 
air will not reach it.

He Was Guilty. 
The trial of Fred Yost for fishing 
with nets in Cullen lake occurred 
yesterday before the municipal court, 
and was conducted before a jury of 
twelve men. 
It was proven clearly 
that Mr. Yost had been using nets 
contrary to law and that on the day 
he was arrested he was in the act of 
taking his nets from the water to get 
the fish from them. This he admitted 
but the peint made on which he and 
his attorney expected to get an ac­ 
quit a] was that he was fishing for 
white fish, when there is not a fish of 
that description in the lake named. 
He was catching tulipies, croppies, 
pike and pickerel, and Deputy Game 
Warden Paine was there when he 
took them from the meshes. 
The 
jury were out but a few minutes 
when they returned a verdict of guilty 
and the court imposed a fine of $50 
or sixty days in the county jail. 
It is 
expected that the case will be ap­ 
pealed. 
This will probably be a warning to 
others who are carrying on the samo 
business contrary to law, and it is the 
intention of the warden and the au­ 
thorities to preeecuted every violater 
against whom sufficient evidence can 
be produoed- 
The fish in the waters 
of the lakes ut this oeuaty have been 
wantonly deetreyed for eeme years 
until their number has been greatly 
reduced, but it eeema now that a 
halt will be called.
